Wednesday, the 5tli day of April 1882. 



It is this day ordered that Assistant Commissioners who may be appointed 
from this date until the 1st day of July 1882 inclusive, shall, save as hereafter 
provided, hold office respectively for one year from the dates of then* respective 
appointments, subject to the provisions of the Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1881 : 
Provided that the regulations as to tenure -of office hereinbefore contained shall 
not apply to any Assistant Commissioners who may during the period aforesaid 
be appointed in the room of an Assistant .Commissioner heretofore appointed 
whose office may become vacant, in which case the Assistant Commissioner 
shall hold office for the same period as the person in whose room he shall have 
been appointed might have done. And it is ordered that the 16th General 
Order of the 1st day of October 1881 be varied so far as is necessary to give 
effect to this Order, but no further.
